Madam  : 

I have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  an  examination  of  the 
Chalkley  MSS.  made  at  your  request  with  the  view  to  determine  their 
reliability,  accuracy  and  value  as  an  original  source  of  Genealogical 
and  Historical  information. 

The  original  record  books,  papers  and  files  of  Augusta  County, 
Virginia,  are  in  the  Clerk’s  office  at  Staunton,  Va.  and  are  referred 
to  in  this  report  as  Writing  No.  1. 

The  Chalkley  MSS.  — the  same  that  were  purchased  several  years 
ago  from  Judge  Chalkley,  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Librarian 
General  N.  S'.  D.  A.  R.  will  be  referred  to  in  this  report  as  Writing 
No.  2. 

A typewritten  copy  consisting  of  about  2654  pages  was  made  from 
the  Chalkley  MSS.  within  the  past  two  years  and  will  be  designated 
in  this  report  as  Writing  No.  3. 

Since  it  was  a physical  impossibility  to  make  a complete  examina- 
tion of  each  and  every  page  of  this  vast  amount  of  data,  I made  a 
random  .selection  of  80  pages  from  Writing  No.  3.  These  80  pages 
accompany  this  report  as  an  appendix.  I made  a careful  comparison 
of  these  80  pages  with  corresponding  parts  of  Writing  No.  2.  I then 
carried  these  wdth  me  to  Staunton,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.  and  there  com- 
pleted the  examination  by  further  comparing  and  reading  them  with 
the  original  record  books,  Writing  No.  1,  from  -which  Judge  Chalkley 
made  his  abstracts  or  notes  with  the  following  result : 


The  Chalkley  MSS. 

The  Chalkley  MSS.,  which  I have  designated  as  writing  No.  2, 
can  not  be  accepted  as  an  original  .source  of  historical  and  gene.ilogical 
information  when  the  original  records  at  Staunton,  Augusta  Coiii:t3q 
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Virginia,  can  be  so  easily  and  freely  consulted  by  any  person  who  so 
desires.  Again  : it  will  be  apparent  to  any  one,  even  upon  the  most 
cursory  inspection,  that  in  these  Chalkley  MSS.  condensation  has 
been  carried  to  the  extreme  limit ; that  they  are  lacking  in  clearne.ss 
of  statement  arising,  doubtless,  from  a desire  to  be  brief,  and  that 
this  very  brevity  will  permit  of  too  great  latitude  for  misleading  appli- 
cation of  the  real  facts  presented,  by  opening  the  way  to  substitute  for 
omitted  words,  those  that  modify  the  fact  presented  or  admit  of  a 
wholly  different  meaning. 

It  must  be  noted  further  that  the  Chalkley  MSvS.  do  not  pretend 
to  be  verbatim  copies  of  the  records  but  are  condensed  extracts  in 
which  Judge  Chalkley  supplies  the  language  with  which  to  convey 
the  information  contained  in  the  records  ; in  other  w’ords  Judge 
Chalkley  is  the  editor  and  upon  him,  as  such,  devolves  the  duty  of 
choosing  the  words  that  will  clearly  convey  the  meaning  of  the  origi- 
nal record  and  yet  be  brief.  With  this  view  of  the  Chalkley  MSS. 
evciy  page  is  open  to  just  and  severe  criticism  : There  is  no  uni- 
formity of  editorial  style ; there  is  lacking  the  dignity  of  literary 
composition  the  very  absence  of  which,  in  the  event  of  publication 
without  re-editing,  recasting  and  careful  revision,  would  subject  not 
only  your  Society  but  the  legal  gentleman  who  made  these  MSS.  notes, 
to  such  levity  as  would,  in  my  opinion,  obscure  the  real  value  which 
all  concede  to  be  in  the  data  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  records 
contain  more,  many  times  multiplied,  than  the  small  selection  which 
he  has  given  in  a form  condensed  to  the  point  of  mutilation.  It  has 
been  the  endeavor  in  citing  these  Chalkley  MSS.  hereinafter  to  pre- 
serve, without  any  change  whatever,  the  exact  construction  of  sentences 
and  phraseology  used  by  Judge  Chalkley  and  present  his  own  words 
as  a part  of  the  fuller  statement  of  fact  disclosed  by  comparing  his 
abstract  notes  with  the  original  record  at  Staunton  from  which  he 
made  these  condensed  notes.  To  present  this  clearly  in  this  report 
and  in  a way  easily  understood,  2 colors  have  been  used  — Black  and 
Red  — the  former  being  Judge  Chalkley 's  words  given  in  full  and  .so 
far  as  possible  in  the  constructive  sequence  of  language  used  by  him, 
while  the  fuller  reading  of  the  record  is  shown  in  red,  while  both, 
when  taken  together,  are  contained  in  the  real  record  of  fact  as  spread 
upon  the  record  books  and  in  the  files  of  Augusta  Co.,  but  none  of 
the  record  data  shown  in  red  in  this  report  has  been  used  by  Judge 
Chalkle,^  It  will  doubtless  be  seen  that  grammatical  construction 
lias  been  violated  constantly  but  not  more  so  than  is  to  be  found  in 
any  or  in  all  of  these  Chalkley  MSS.  when  taken  separately. 

It  must  not  be  understood  that  these  Chalkley  MvSS.  are  to  be 
wholly  condemned.  Tliey  have  their  value  but  that  value  is  of  a 
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much  lower  character  than  has  been  claimed  for  them.  Should  they 
be  published  as  they  are,  the  necessity  for  consulting-  the  original 
records  will  not  be  diminished  but  rather  increased  because  it  must  be 
clearly  apparent  to  all  that  they  do  not  now  contain  all  the  data  that 
further  search  of  the  original  records  at  Staunton  will  produce. 

It  must  be  also  apparent  that  in  their  present  form  to  expend  the 
large  sum  of  money  necessary  to  print  them  would  be  misdirected 
effort  if  not  folly.  Such  publication  in  my  estimation  is  not  justified 
without  the  further  expenditure  of  both  money  and  labor  to  revise, 
re-examine  and  re-edit  for  publication.  To  re-read  and  compare 
these  Chalkley  MSS.  throughout  with  the  original  records  at  Staunton, 
Va.  would  entail  an  expense  prohibitive  in  amount. 


The  Typewritten  Copy 

The  typewritten  sheets  which  I have  designated  as  Writing  No.  3 
can  not  be  accepted  as  a verbatim  copy  of  the  Chalkley  MSS.  because 
of  the  errors  and  variations  that  exist ; there  being  274  such  errors 
and  variations  in  the  80  pages  selected  at  random  from  the  2654  type- 
written sheets  which,  upon  being  analyzed,  show  that  200  of  them 
are  material  errors  and  74  immaterial.  If  we  apply  this  as  the 
average  for  the  whole  2654  sheets  it  will  be  apparent  at  once  that 
there  are  some  9,000  such  variations  in  the  whole  Writing  No.  3. 

By  analysis  in  detail  of  thirty  of  the  pages  selected  at  random,

These  variations  and  errors  can  be  eliminated  and  corrected, 
however,  by  having  the  pages  carefully  compared  by  a competent 
proof-reader.

It  would  seem  unnecessary  to  multiply  such  instances  as  have  been 
cited  above  to  show  how  imperfect  Judge  Chalkley’s  meagre  notes 
represent  the  full  reading  of  the  records,  but  one  other  citation  will  be 
made  which  is  as  follows  : 

Judge  Chalklej"  in  reading  the  very  voluminous  records  in  detail  as 
found  in  the  order  books  of  Augusta  County  finds  there  in  order  book 
No.  3 page  313  to  page  359  inclusive  but  one  single  item  of  seven 
words  which  he  considers  of  any  historical  or  genealogical  value, 
namely  * ‘ George  Wilson  arrested  on  hue  and  cry.^^  Here  he  passes 
over  46  closely  written  pages  containing  historical  items  of  the  greatest 
importance  and  interest  with  names  of  residents  of  Augusta  County  at 
that  period  of  time  viz.  1st  Dec.  1749  to  22nd  May  1750,  which  if 
counted  would  number  more  than  1000  all  of  which  were  evidently  of 
no  importance  in  the  estimation  of  Judge  Chalkley.

The  foregoing  is  only  a small  selection  made  from  pages  taken  at 
random  from  the  Chalkley  MSS.  and  taken  to  Staunton,  Augusta  Co., 
Va.,  in  January,  1912,  and  compared  with  the  original  records  there 
which  can  be  consulted  freely  by  any  person  w^ho  is  interested  therein. 
Not  all  of  the  80  pages  which  by  average  were  believed  to  fairly  repre- 
sent the  whole  of  the  Chalkley  MSS.  could  be  examined  in  the  two 
weeks  spent  upon  the  work. 

I was  requested  to  make  the  examination  in  the  most  thorough 
manner  possible  and  report  the  facts  wEich  I now  place  before  you  in 
detail.  Facts  are  stubborn  things  ; they  are  hard  and  cold  ; it  matters 
little,  however,  in  this  instance  whether  they  be  considered  judicially 
or  intuitively  — woman’s  intuition  when  divested  of  sentiment  is 
seldom  if  ever  wrong. 

As  to  the  publication  ; it  is  apparent  to  me  that  these  Chalkley 
MSS.,  in  their  present  form  at  least,  are  not  prepared  for  publication, 
and,  in  this  form,  are  available  only  as  a reference  guide  to  the  vast 
storehouse  of  most  valuable  historical  and  genealogical  information 
represented  by  the  original  record  books  of  Augusta  County,  Virginia.
